Lovia, Feb. 9.— A letter hat been 
xeoeiTed bere from John F. CkdbTim, 
xniniBter of the interior of Hawaii, In 
in whicli he outlines the position ct the 
deposed queen, of whom he ie a 
anpporter. The letter is afldressed to 
Mr. J. H. GhuiK, at thia joity, wLoee 
iHlali an ftimt of Mr. Oiilb«ra, and is 
fwioUowa:

jbsAR 0IM— In view of the oircamatances 
that eorround the altmtlon of this, our 
Sawaiian kiosdom, I take the oppor- 
tonity of writing jon thia lottir, tmeting 
with yeor aUU^ and lallnenoe with some 
of the leadlac atataamen of yonr liberal 
.▲■Mdeaii eoontry, yra oaa kelp to place 
the attoatloB of aftdia of thia conntey in 
a^idh an Impartial manner to them that 
the Eawaiianq«eeo« LiliQokalani,her gov- 
enlnelkt and her nattve popolation can 
reotira eoeh a hewing from your goreni- 
aaent that the Ameiloaa nation will eause 
to be raatored the qneen to her throne, the 
goremment to her power and the Hawa- 
nan native populsttot to their righte. 

On Thnraday, Jan. 19, 18B9, the legisla- 
tnre sitting in eeaaion, brought in a reso- 
lution of lack of confldeaee againaC^ ber 
majestic cabinet, which eonaiated of G. 

H. Wilcox, mlniater of the interior; R. C. 
Jones, minister of finance, W. P. Robin- 
aon, loinlster of foreiffu afCaiia, and Cecil 
Brown, attorney Kenernl, and waa carried 
by the oonatitnttonBl majority of twenty- 
live membera of the legislature out of a 
house of forty-eight elective members. 
This eabinet*that was voted out belonged 
to a party called the %Bform party, and 
the same party caused a revolution in the 
country, June 80, 1887. Upon their hav- 
ing been voted out they retired and sent 
their resignations to her majesty, the 
quettu. She accepted them and on the 
next day, Friday, Jan. 18, 1808, she sum- 
moned and appointed the following gentle- 
men aa her cabinet: Samuel Parker, nxin- 
later of foreign aSairs; William H. Com- 
wt>ll, miuiiit) r of finance; John F. CoIbuniM 
minister of the interior; Arthur P. Peter- 
son, attoriusy general. Mr. Parlcer and 
myself were the native Uawaiious in the 
cabinet, the necond and, third named the 
foreign meinhers. 

Immediately apon appointment, we re- 
paired to the legiiilative assembly and re- 
ported to them that it had pleased her 
majesty to appoint us oa tier <Hbiiii>t. 
Those of the lei^lature that were present 
and the population to the number of ubout 

I, 000 who hiul gatheretl there, receive<l uh 
with applauseH. We took our Bcals, and 
after going tliroiigh the buainuss of tUo 
bouse, It was adjourned. I'lie next meet- 
ing, Saturdny, Jan. 14, the day that had 
been previously Bet up;irt as the <lay to 
prorogue the legislature, wepres. nted our- 
eelves again, and after going through the 
business of the house, it adjourned to 
meet at the proroguation house at 18 
o'clock. 

1 may mention here that on Friday and 
Saturday, the days that we had attended 
the logislutiire, the party to wliieh this 
oebinst had belonged— the Ui lorm p:irty -- 
Were so dlsnaii Kited and hostiile over their 
defeat that on both days they refuseil to 
attend the legislature, and did not Juive 
courtesy to attend the proroguation. 
v^kile waiting for the hour of 12 to ap 
jKOaeh, I accidentally heard that the 
qveen proposed to promulgate a new con- 
stitution. I Immediately sought an inter 
view with my colleagues and notiiied 
them that if the queen intended to act in 
eueh an arbitrary manner I would resign. 
They answered that they were willing to 
do the same thing, and we decided that if 
the queen intended to carty into effect any 
such idea we would all advise her not to 
ao. I at once repaired to the place of tlie 
opposition, the Reform party, and told 
them what I had beard and what we had 
MBolodad to do. The leaders of the party 
advised Qi strongly not to reeign as it 
would then give the queen an opportunity 
to appoint others who would be too will- 
ing to sign a new Constitution. We fol- 
lowed vubt advise, aiid they assured us 
that if any eeafllot oame between tha 
qnean and ne, her eabinet, tbm eommuci^y 
wonldglvensthairsnppovt to resist any- 
thing <S this natnre. . 

▲t 19 o'oleek ngm tha legialatnre wa« 
prorogued; and we repolred to the palu:e 
to meet thia queen. Bbe then and tho:o 
told na to aign a dooument purporting to 
be a new constitution. We told her plaiuly 
fwe wonld not accede to her request and 
advised her to abandon the idea. She was 
vary determined at first, but afterward 
yielded and gave np. She eame obt and 
ily declared to the Hawaiian people 
) idM eonld not give them a newccn- 
Itntlon and told umm to endure their 
The erowd dispersed, and on 

ee next day the leader of the Reform 
rtymetusaad made a propoaition to 
(■a. "That owing to the queen'e revo- 
teMonary actions in wanting to promul- 
Mla a new conetitution, we ahonld de- 
Viirene her and declare a provialonal gov- 
lomment." Our answer waa that wo wouM 
give them an answer later on. 
I In the meantime we, the cabinet, sum- 
moned six of the most responsible and con- 
servative business men of the eity and also 
jihe diplomatic corps. They met us, ex- 
Ueptiog J. T. Stephens, envoy extraordiu- 
Wry and minister plenipotentiary. We 
W«useiML.the..Bituatiga aiul agreed, thati

era of this defunct and nudoontented party 
that we would not agree to the proposition. 
At the same time we issued a proclama- 
tion and scattered it all over town and de- 
livered it to the diplomatic corps, that the 
queen bad abandoned the idea, and asking 
one and all to accept the assurances given 
in the proclamation by the queen and cab- 
inet. 

This party wns not satisfied with thi.s, 
but they, with the assistance of the Amer 
loan mlnlsttv and the troops of the ITnited 
^tates fihip BostoT), enlisted a niinibfr of 
men to the e.xtent of 200, ami aided by tlio 
kAmerioan troop.^, look posse'^siou and de- 
yolered by proclamation a provisional gov- 
wnment, contrary 'to>the constitution now 
'in force and contrary to the ri;.'lii.'* of loo,- 
tXX) Dooule. the population of t hi.s country. 
The cabinet notiflsd the American minis- 
ter of what had happened, and uked him 
to assist this duly authorized government 
to suppress this revolt, or, if hu did not 
want to do that, then to reinovo the United 
States troops on board the Boston, 
and wo, tiM* govsmmont, could do it our- 
selves. When told him we had 700 
men under anus and were equal to the sit- 
uation, his reply was that he acknowledged 
the provisional government and would 
support it. 

We, the government, ratne to the con- 
clusion, as we did not wivh to come into 
conflict with the United States troops to 
yield under protest. The queen and her 
cabinet are at present removed under pro- 
test, pending a hearing before the United 
States. This action on the part of the 
United States government i.-* degrading, 
lie has uplield a mob and does so against 
the wishes of the aborigines of this coun- 
try, who are capable of taking care of 
themselves. The provisional government 
has put the country under martial law. 
They are dispatching a steamer now to 
carry a report to Washington. They 
are sendioK embassadors to Washing- 
ton. We have ask(?(l that the steamer 
take representiitivcs so tli,-it both sides of 
the cH.se can be heard, and they refuse. 
We will send them later. Wo tmst It will 

not be too late. 

The Hawaiian people are wailing for the 
loss of their country. Can not America, 
"the land of the free and the home of the 
br.ave," undo this great wrong that she, 
by her troop.s and ambassador, assisted to 
do ? AS ill yoti use your influence f(»r us ? 
Act promptly, and may God assi.st you 
and help you. Yours with consideration 
and la^paet,.

Aa a dtiasn of tha^Unltad Statea I hum- 
bly potitton yon to Ustaa to a few words 
that have eona to ata from the afBioted 
and dlatres s sd paoffc of Me^olnln dty, of 
Oabn, Hawaiian iaianda, a petition beg- 
ging you to not accede to any of the de- 
mands or wishes laid before yon by the 
commiesioners sent to Washington from 
Honolulu. In the letter received from Mr. 
John F. Colbum, minister of the interior 
of the Hawaiian islands, is contained a 
touching appeal to the American patriot 
and loyalist to which your hearts will re- 
spond with heartfelt sympathy. 

Your sense of justice will lead you to 
stop and consider witli your usual wisdom 
and consideration before upholding such 
an uprising and usurpation by forei^'uers 
in a small kingdom which, during many 
years has proven itself not only self-sus- 
taining, but also progres.sivo in the high- 
e.st degree in art, science and religion. 
This letter breathes the sentiment s of na- 
tives, a Chri-stian, law abiding, intelligont, 
rclined people, bej/ging you not to accede 
to any of tlie demands or requests of the 
commi i.siouers of the provisional govern 
ment now at Washington and upheld and 
sanctioned by the Americiin miniitter 
plenipotentiary, J. T. Stevens, wlio has 
without authority from the Ainerican 
government taken ui)on himself a high- 
handed measure in trying to overthrow a 
peaceful government. I ask your kind 
consideration of this matter, so grievous 
to the natives of Honolulu. 

In the newspaper articlejj as seen from 
time to time concerning the unhappy and 
disturbed condition of the government of 
the city of Honolulu, and tlie kingdom of 
of the Hawaiian islands, but one side of 
the picture has been presented and that is 
the usurpiste. Tliis revolt, this attempt at 
a revolution emanated with the foreigners 
who have descended from Ute early mis- 
sionaries, but, who in their deaire for gain-, 
for wealth and power, and to live in 
luxury which waa unknown to their an- 
cestors, have determined to take the r^s 
of government in ttair own hands and 
planted their heel upon the gentle, loving, 
unobtrusive natives. 

How have the natives or their queen in- 
terfered with their right.s as citizens that 
they should now turn and rend the hand 
that held out to their fathers before thorn 
everything which Christian and loving 
hearts could bestow t 

I reuMotively submit the latter from J. 
F. ColDUm, minister of the interior. I 
feel aaanranoa that the United StateawiU 
notba laatramental in overturning the 
govecnmant of a weak, inoffensive psopla, 
agalaat their wlihea. Sneh a high>handad 
undertaking wonld be revolting to orary 
patriotio aentimant that aatoatea haretti- 
aena in their iataroonraa with otfiera. A 
love of liberty, humanity and Jnstioe ia in 
them bom, aad'lt will be Impoasibla for 
thamto np'oold latrigna, raaeality and 
nanrpatlon by • few lor their own psnooal 
intaraata and i^tgraBdlaamaal. 

Hoping that yoo, paraonally, will give 
Mr. John F. Colbom'a araa*l «* radnaa 
of grievaneea yonr aaratal oodaidaMtleb, 
and that you will Isnd your Inflnenaa and 
use your power to righting wronga eom- 
mittod against a weak and friendly nation 
who imploringly begs yon to do so through 
her minister, I am, dear sir, with great 
respect, yours truly, J. H. Gamz.

Pan A, Illp.. Feb. 9. — A terriV-lo wreck 
occnrrod mar licro about midnight 
Tuesday night, the limited passenger 
train on tho 6ig Four road being de- 
railed and tumbling into a ditch. A 
broksn rail, dnotio oontraotlon owing to 
the intense cold, caused the disaster. 
Four or five persons were killed and 
povoral others injured, but their naiiu's 
arc not obtainable at present. After 
lodging in the ditch the wreck took fire 
and all the cars ware apoadUy oon- 
Bumad, • fieroa, troitjr wind fNudiif the 
flames. 

The paaaongera anflered Intensely 
from the cold for a time, but soon found 
Bbolttr in adjacent farmhoxiaea. The 
financial loaa ia haavT. 

Tha train oomlataa of aight eoaohes, 
including baggsfe and mail can. The 
aocidont ooonrred on ^ small treatle 
spaiining tha oraek. Tha angino pasaad 
over in anfetr, but all tha rift of the 
train left thia raila and Immadlataly 
caught Are. Tha mail ear, whidhwaa 
next to the engine, was the lint to ig- 
nite and split completelv in twa 

Tlie a ipg e M car and tna two fdlowing 
day ofmSbm ware thrown from the 
treatlo at laaat tUbr^ Awt. 

The remainder of tha can wore ssvad 
by aa ambankmont on tha opposite aide 
of the dltoh, otherwlaa the death roll 
would have been horrible. 

The paaaangen in the dav coaehee 
were reooned with great difficulty by 
the trainmen and uninjured paaaan- 
gen.

Baggageman Beseeller was pinioned be- 
tween the soass of trunks and burned to 
death in fAght of the trainmen and pas' 
songera. wio were nni^ to laaoue 
him. 

Mrs. Lauffhlia waa tmfaUng with the 
corpse of ner husband, wmeh was in 
the baggage car. The corpse was cre- 
mated. Mrs. Laughlin's four children 
were slightiv injured. The weatlier 
was bitter cold and the wounded suf- 
fered greatly from egpotore in additicn 
to their injnriea. 

The Ohio and MiailasipBl nUroad sent 
a special train of two can to the wreck 
and brought the injured paasengers to 
Pana where they were carried into the 
St. Jamea hotel. They were properly 
cared for by physioiana of Pana and 
Tower Hill. *

Ueatenant Peary Will Start the Lnit o 
<|nae— To I<eetaro In Kurope. 

SPBDiaraLD, Maaa., Feb. 9.— Lieuten- 
ant R. E. Peary aaid in an latarrlew 
Tuesday that hla aeooad Aretio expedi- 
tion would set out fk>om Philadelphia the 

last of June and would go by ship to 
Greenland, thence north by sledges. 
He expects to reach a point further 
nortb than has ever been attained. Sur- 
veys of the north coast of Qreenland, 
further discoveries, geological and et)i- 
nolQgical studies aro the objects of the 
trip. Mrs. Peary has not decided 
whether she will go or not. 

' About ten men will constitute the 
party and they expect to be gone two 

an. The equipment will be about 
iMtte aa for the laat expedition, in- 
cluding, however, more ana better in- 
strumanta for surv^ng. The cost of 
fhe earoedition will be about $35,000, 
•ad th6 raia the lieutenant is trying to 
raise by lectures. Peary will go to Eu- 
rope May 1 and will address scientific 
bodiaa in England, Scotland, Qermany 
•ad Austria and France.

Xt It Imposaihle at Present to Approxi- 
mate the Extent of the DamnKe Done, 

nn Cnniniiinlrntlon Has Mot Yet Ileen 
Established— Tho Oovornment Trjring to 
Believe tho Dletressed. 

Brisbane, Feb. 9.- The ruin and 
desolation revealed n.'i tlie flotnl abates 
is beyond anything caused by the Inst 
great flool in IM'JO. The suburbs of tlie 
city have been almost annihilated. 
South of the ri .for the city i.s still sub- 
merged. 

In the higher parts of the city, from 
which tho water is receding, many 
buildings have collapsed, and most of 
the others are damaged beyond hope of 
repairs. The loss in C^ueensland, on 
which stand the government officea, 
poetofSce, principal banks, newspaper 
buildings and the opera house, has been 
enormous. The buildings in the street 
were two-thirds submerged. 

The stocks of all the shojM were 
ruined and vast quantities of valuable 
documents were rendered illegible. The 
Victoria bridge, at the northern end of 
the street, was swept away, as well aa 
the railway bridge which connecteNl 
Brisbane with the suburb Undooroop- 
illy. 

The provisional towns have suffered 
a.s severely as has Brisbane. Every 
hour brings fresh news of villages sub- 
merged, houses wrecked, lives lost and 
bridges swept away. The loss of life 
has been very heavy, but no approxi- 
mate estimate of the number drowned 
is yet i)o.sBible. The government is 
doing its utmost to help the sufterers 
from tho flood.s, and ha.s sent torpedo 
boats with food and clothing up the 
river to the interior towns. 

■ CHOLBWA IN MAR SEILLEa 

Wovtf'Wmmr Vaoplo Die la ThoS Ct^ In 
One Day. 

Paan, Feb. ».— Forty-four pers<m8 

died in Marseilles yesterday of cholera 
disease. Nino of the cases were sus- 
piciously like Asiatic cholera. The phy- 
sicians appointed to make ^'pecial inves- 
tigation of the diseaee have been unable 
so far to make a satisfactory diagnosia. 
Microscopic examination has failed to 
reveal the presence of comma baccilU. 
Some of the physicians are inclined to 
the belief that the disease is intestinal 
influenza. The disease has been con- 
fined to the filthiest districts, where the 
sanitation is in a deplorable condition. 

The Temiu aaya that the epidemlo in 
Maraeillea has arooaod the navost fMm 
among the health authcntiea in thia 
dty. 

A special correspondent of The Li- 
berie telegrapha from Marseilles that, 
upon the adncea of Dr. Toinot, sent by 
the sanitary connoil to observe the epi- 
demic, the Doard of health has adopted 
stiingrant measures to prevent the 
spreu of the epidemic. 

Yesterday a Sister of CharitT died a 
few houn after ahe waa strictkon with 
the disease. 

The Idberte correspondent believes 
that the opening of the streets for the 
construction of the new sewen caused 
the epidemic. 

Charged with ftobbery. 

Inpianapolis, Feb. 0. — John T. 
Woodward wae arrested yesterday 
charged with the robbery of Horace 
Scott, a millionaire railroad stock 
owner, of money and checks aggregat- 
ing 11.500. Tho checks were found 
upon Woodward, who said that Scott 
got into a poker game and lost a large 
sum oi money and that he let him have 
the money represented by the checks. 
Soma of them were jnade payable to 
Woodward, and others were payable to 
bearer, and all drawn upon a Louisville 
hank. Scott says that he waa robbed at 
the Batsa Hooae.

ECONOMY ASD DEMOCRACY. 

Edward Atkinson, of Boston, who occu- 
pies a place in the front raolc of atatittic- 
lan«, has recently published in the Bos- 
ton Herald "a plaiti Htatemont of facts" 
with jrefRfd to the fiaancea of the United 
State* whioh ia of interest to every citi- 
zen, says tiie Memphis Appeal-Avalan ("lie. 
This statement contains, among other 
tbings, a table which shows the expen- 
diture per capita I'acli year from 1S()." up 
to date. The i)roiuinent fact which stares 
oat of this table is, that national expen- 
diture per capita reached low water-mark 
under a Democratic administration. The 
RTeraRe expenditures per capita annually 
tinder President Harrison have bi-(>ii 
^.16, while under President Cleveland 
they were only $4,415. 

The most plausible defense of this in- 
crease nnder Mr. Harrison, adds the Ap- 
peal-Avalanche, would at first blush seem 
to be, that the growth of the country, 
sad its population, necessarity entailed 
nn inrrea&e in the cost of running the 
government; but Mr. Atkinson's tables 
■how the fallacy of such aa iofafenee. 
The COnirary ha.<i lieen th(> caM. 

In 1866, our expenditures per capita 
were tSlXI; in 1866, they were $14.68; 
in 1868, they were $10, and, from that 
time to 1879, they averaged $6.77. Ex- 
penditures were to the individual more 
during President Hayes' administration 
than since President Arthor's ; more dur- 
ing; .Vrihur's than Cleveland's, and less 
under Cleveland than under Harrison. 
Not only were the expenditniw per capita 
les.s umlcr Cleveland than under any 
President during the war, but they were 
even less in the afigregate. The general 
tendency in recent years has been to cut 
down the per capita; but when Mr. Har- 
rison became President the tendeney was 
chanpe<l, the expcndif uroM per cai)ita not 
only fiurpa.sric(l tiiose of tlie Arthur ad- 
mini -tration, luit very nearly equaled 
those of the llaycs regime. Under Mr. 
Cleveland'fl second administration we ex- 
pect to see the expenditures reduced 
even below those of the first administra- 
tion. Democracy means economy, as the 
" i>lain statament" of one of the ablest 
Btatistician s tn the coontry clearly shows.

Why ia saa water salt? is a qncstion 
thnt has been regarded as a mystery 
•nd has given riso to some curious speon- 
Utions'. but a little consideration on the 
■obiBct must. I tidalcaatisfy ua all that 
it would be Tsnr wondsifBl, quite in- 
oompMbsasiblo. :tf the w sH t s «< ibm 
ocean WMSatfMrwiss ihS« S^l StthST 
are. 

The following p.^]»lanation 'was first 
suggested to myael/ many years ago 
when recoiviiig my first lessons In praC' 
tical chemical analysis. The problem 
then to be solved was the separation ol 
the bases dissolved in .irstsr by pnoip- 
itating them one by on* In a solid oon' 
dltion, filtrating away the wnter from 
the first, then from this filtrate precip- 
itating the second, and so on until 10 
were separated or accounted for. 

But in doing this there was one base 
that was always left to ths. last obso- 
connt of the dUBoolty of oonUniag It 
with any add that would fam ft solid 
compound— a diflScnlty so great that its 
presence was detennined by n different 
method. This base is soda, the prcdomi' 
natiiig base of sea salt, where it is com- 
bined with hydroohloric aoi«L ITot only 
is soda the most soluble of all the mineral 
bases, bst the mineral acid with which 
it ia combined forms a remarkably solu- 
ble sories of salts — the chlorides. Thus 
the primary fact concerning the salinity 
of sea water is that it has selected from 
among the stable chemical elements the 
two whioh form ths most soloblacom- 
poonds. Ameng the earthj basss Is one 
wUch is exceptionally sohibl»— that ia, 
magnesia— and this stands next to soda 
in its abundance in sea water. 

Modem research has shown that the 
ocAOB contains in solution nearly every 
element that exists upon the earth, and 
that thsas ^^inents asist in the water in 
proportion* nearly oonrespondii^ to the 
mean solubility of their various com- 
pounds. Thu»gold and silver and most 
of the other heavy metals exist there. 
Sonncnstadt found about fourteen 
grains of gold to the ton of seawater, or 
a dollar's worth in lees than two tons. 
As the ooean covers all the lower valleys 
of the earth, it receives all the drainage 
from the whole of tlie exposed land. 
This drainage is the rainwater that has 
fallen njKjn this exposed surface, has 
fiowed down its superficial slopes or has 
sunk into i>orous laod and descended 
oadsrgronnd. In cither case the water 
must dissolreaad oarry with it any sol- 
able matter that it meets, the quantity 
of eolid matter which is thus appropri- 
ated being proportionate to its solubility 
and the extent of its exposure to the 
solvent. Rain when it falls upon the 
earth is distilled water, nearly para fits 
small imporitiss ibting what it obtains 
from Hie «If), bat rlrer water when it 
rrtachos the Ocean contains measurabls 
(juantities of dissolved mineral and vegf- 
etable matter. These small contribu- 
tions are ever pouring in and ever accu- 
mulating. This continual addition of 
dissolved odneral salts .without any cor- 
responding abstraction by evaporation 
has been going on ever since the surface 
of the earth consisted of land and water. 

An examination of the composiiion of 
other bodies of water which, like the 
ooaaa, receive rivers and rivulets and 
have no other outlet than that afforded 
by sTaponMoB, ooafirms this tIsw. Ail 
of these are more or less saline, many of 
them more so than the ocean itself. On 
the great tableland of AHia, "the roof of 
the world," there is a multitude of small 
lakes which receive the waters of rivers 
and rivulets of that region and have no 
outlet to tiie ocean, (tea map they ap- 
pear like bags, wiUi a string attached, 
the bag being the lake and the string the 
rivor. All these lakes are siiliue, many 
of them excessively so, simply becaj^e 
they ore over reo«iving river water bf 
slight salinity and ever giving off vai^ 
which has no salinity at all. Then is no 
wssh tfwouiii tbsso Udces, as in the great 
AjBsHbin ukes or those of Oonstanoe, 
Geneva, etc. 

The sea of Aral and the Caspian are 
lakes without any other outlet than 
evaporation, and they are saline accord- 
ingly. The Dead sea, which receives the 
io^oan at one end and a multitude of 
minor ttrers and rivulets at the other 
snd and sides, Is a noted example of ex- 
treme salinity. It ia, as everybody 
knows, a sea or lake of brine. The to- 
tal area of laud training into the grsst 
ocean does not exceed one-foortlk ct its 
own area, while the Dead sea rsoeiTes 
the drainags ^ad sMaUs au^tsr of an 

own, and thus It 

the above stated theory by Imnng far 
greater salinity tlian lias tlie great ocean. 

According to this view the salinity of 
the ooean most be steadily though very 
slowly inQressing, sad there mtlst be 
slow^ yroBSjOdiag # iqosraipo&ding s^kd- 
tstiOB of SToInt^ aniong the inhaut- 
ants, both animal and vcgct:iblo. Tlio 
study of ttiis subject and the effect 
which tho iucrea.sing salinity of the past 
must have liad upon the progressive 
modifications of organic life displayed 
by fossils is, 1 think, worthy of more at- 
tention than it bss hithn^ repsived 
from paleontoLogM%r-#*llaMtaBWU- 
liams in Science.
